Becauſe we baue begonne to ſpeake of holy 
thinges,it s not tobe left vnſpoken, that ſan= 
ehficatio # one thing, and that which is ſanfti- 
fied, an other. For {enflification s that, which 
ſanFlifieth an other : but that which u ſan#li- 
fied, can not ſanttifie an other, though it ſelfe 
be holy. 4s for example,thou makeſt the ſigne 
of the croſſe ouer thy bread which thou eateſt, 
Tight ſo as 8. Paul faith, for it & made holy by

But that which the Prieft peueth with bu 


band,is not only thing ſandified, but alſo ſan- 
Aification,for aſmuch as not only that is geus 
which s ſene,but alſo which #s vnderſtanded. 
And ſo tu laufull to caſt of the ay om 
bread to beaſtes, and to gene it to infidels , be- 
cauſe it doth not ſanFlifie the rceiver , But if 
that which # taken of the hand of the Prieſt 
were ſuch a thing,as that # Which s eate —_ 
of the boorde,all would eate from of the boor- 
de, and no man Wwoulde receie of the Prieſles 
band. Wherefore our Lord alſo did not only 
bleſſe the bread in the waye, ( he meaneth at 
Emavus) but gaue it alſo with bs hand vnto 
Cleophas and bo felow. And Paul as he was 
vnder "pou er not only bleſſe the bread,but al- 
fo with bu hand gaue it to Luke, and to hy 0- 
ther diſciples . Now that which # geuen with 
the hand, #s not to be peuen to beaſtes,nor to 
infidels, for that is not only ſan#ified, but al- 
fo ſanflification, and ſan#lifieth the receiver.
